Kissinger refused to com­ 
ment to newsmen when he ar­ 
rived in a U.S Embassy li­ 
mousine at the Orly airport 
VIP lounge. The White House 
said he had concluded his top 
secret talks and would report 
to President Nixon tonight. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler said there were no 
further meetings between Kis- 
stnger and the two top North 
Vietnamese 
diplomats 
al­ 
though 
Kissinger 
spent 
the 
night in Paris. He had been 
meeting with Le Due Tho, a 
member of North Vietnam's 
ruling Politburo, and Xuan 
Thuy, the chief negotiator at 
the nonsecret Paris talks. 
Kissinger and his deputy, 
Alexander M. Haig, were ex­ 
pected to deliver a first-hand 
report to Nixon on their re­ 
turn this evening. The Presi­ 
dent also will be returning to 


the White House from a cam­ 
paign trip to Georgia. 
The White House policy ad­ 
viser, wearing a blue suit, 
blue necktie and blue shirt, 
smiled broadly at the crowd 
ci newsmen who had been 
camped on and off at the air­ 
port for three days waiting 
for 
Kissinger’s 
twice-post­ 
poned departure. 
Kissinger was accompanied 
to the honor salon by U.S. 
Ambassador Arthur K. Wat­ 
son. The President’s adviser 
siepped into an airport proto­ 
col car which sped him to the 
w a i t i n g special U.S. Air 
Force plane for the flight to 
the United States. 
While Kissinger wound up 
his affairs before returning, 
the Paris peace talks held 
their 163rd session—and with­ 
out apparent progress. The 
Communist peace negotiators 
( harged that President Nixon 
was escalating the war while 
ignoring the peace talks. But 
the statements in the session 
were believed to have little to 
do with Kissinger’s separate 
talks.

Hubbard said a 35-member 
committee is investigating the 
charges and would repoit to 
him by Oct, 18.

Dr. Paul N. Yu, a University of Rochester heart specialist, 
said being 10 or 20 pounds overweight is like carrying around 
a 10 or 20 pound suitcase 24 hours a day. 
He said the excess weight places more demands on the heart 
which may be enough under certain circumstances to trigger a 
heart attack, and every extra pound ol tat adds one mi e ot 
blood vessels to the body.

But for this generation of Americans, he said, it n ay 
ready be too late to repair the damage to the heart and blood 
vessels caused by an unwise diet. 
Yu said staying thin, reducing excessive smoking, com rolling 
blood pressure and avoiding excessive stresa are things that 


can prolong life. 
He said although it may be hard to reverse the dam age 
caused by too much fat in the diet ot the adult Americans, the 
younger generation could be spared much of the dam age it

STOCKHOLM (UPI) - The 
1072 Nobel Prize for Medicine 
was awarded today to Dr. Ge­ 
rald Edelman of the United 
States and Dr. Rodney Porter 
of Britain for their studies of 
antibodies, the built in human 
mechanism against infection. 
The prize this year is worth 
$100,000. 
Scientists have concentrated 
on this study of immunology 
in hopes of finding some an- 
tibodv that could kill cancer 
cells and would lead scientists 
to solving the problem of the 
human body's automatic re­ 
jection 
of 
transplanted 
or­ 
gans. 


Edelman, 43, 
is 
with 
the 
Rockefeller University in New 
York City which he joint'd in 
I960. Porter, 55, has been pro­ 
fessor of biochemistry at Bri­ 
tain’s Oxford University since 
1967.

nounced by the Caroline Insti­ 
tute which 
said their work 
had laid “ a firm foundation 
for taily 
rational 
research, 
something that was previous­ 
ly largely lacking in immu­ 
nology.”

Day ceremonies in­ 
cluded a parade by students 
s e 1 e c te d to defend their 
schools in case of a Commu­ 
nist attack on the capital. 
“Recently the colonialists, 
the Viet Cong henchmen, (the 
French government) proposed 
a th re e -p a rt government.” 
said Thieu. “Once acain 1 say 
there will not be any three 
part government that will 
survive.” 
“My life is cheap, but my 
responsibility does not permit 
me to resign if peace is not 
restored 
with 
guarantees, ’ 
Thieu said. “That mears if 
the Communist invaders still 
want to impose a coalition 
government and impose 
a 
Communist meology, then 1 
will fight to the end.” 
It was the second time in 
t h r e e weeks that 
1 hieu 


sharply criticized the French 
government for backing the 
Communist coalition govern­ 
ment: plan. 
The President said South 
Vietnamese who are fighting 
with the Communists can re­ 
turn and “participate in the 
national political life as any 
other citizen.” 
“If they see that President 
Thieu was elected without 
their participation, if they 
want to participate in an elec­ 
tion, let them come back. I 
will resign. We will oranize 
another election.”

Earth’s gravity 
and the centrifugal fore“ ot a 
spacecraft’s motion wou'd ba­ 
lance each other. 
A spacecraft should remain 
there forever, holding its posi 
tion on a line between Earth 
and Sun as the Eartn re­ 
volves around the Sun. 1 he 
imaginary line would be like 
a spoke in a wheel of which 
the Sun is the hub. 
Because tracking stations 
could not look directly a*, the 
satellite with the Sun behind 
it, the spacecraft woul i be 
moved slightly so it would os­ 
cillate around the libration 
point in what scientists call a 
halo orbit. 


The artificial sun satellite 
would serve as an “ advance 
guard” for solar 
radiation 
beaded 
toward 
Earth. 
As 
planned by Dr. L. D. Kave* 
ragh and other scientists, the 
spacecraft would work in par 
tnership with a pair of Explo­ 
rer satellites known to scient­ 
ists as mother and daugh- 
ter. 
The dual mother-daugrter 
spacecraft would circle Earth 
in a way-out elliptical orbit 
with a distance of 60 to 3,000 
miles between them. Their 
paths would take them regu­ 
larly in and out of the shrouc 
of magnetic forces that shields : 
Earth from the most intense 
types of solar radiation. 
Thus, the three spacecraft 
working together would b1 
able to study bursts of solar 
radiation 
in 
interplanetary 
space before they reach the 
turbulent zone around Earth, 
and 
then see what happens 
when the radiation bursts ap­ 
proach Earth. 
The satellites would be an 
outgrowth of the space agen­ 
cy’s current series of liver- 
planetary 
Monitoring 
Plat­ 
forms (IM P). The eighth IM P 
was launched recently and one 
more will be launched next 
year. 
* The series of three satellites 
is under study by the space 
agency 
and 
the 
European 
Space Research Organization 
(ESRO). The project has not 
yet 
received 
the 
go-anead 
from the space agency admin­ 
istration but, as currently en­ 
visioned, the United States 
would build the Sun satellite 
and the mother craft with 
ESRO building the daughter. 
The target launch dates are 
between 1976 and 19*8.

“There has pro­ 
bably been only one other 
giant panda mounted in this 
century. The museum’s other 
two. both elderly and quite 
faded, were completed about 
1894." 
Chi-Chi, a native of remo­ 
test China, died July 22 of old 
age just short of her 16th 
birthday. Her death, as her 
unconsummated 
love 
affair 
with a Moscow male giant 
panda named An-An, made 
world headlines. 
“ I skinned it shortly after 
death,” said Hale, plunging 
into a painstakingly detailed 
account of the technical re- 
finements required to skin a 
newlv-deceased giant panda. 
All going well, the restored 
Chi-chi will go on display at 
the natural history branch of 


the British Museum, in West 
London’s 
South 
Kensington 
d i s t r i c t , shortly 
before 
Christmas. 
Hale popped a sample eve j 
into one of the panda’s empty 
sockets. He frowned. 
“ No. Wrong. Not right at 
all. I’ll have to go back to the 
museum’s 
taxidermy 
work­ 
shop and hunt up another fcwr 
of these. I can’t tell you how 
important the eyes are.” 
In Chi-Chi’s case, said Hale, 
beauty will be but skin deep. 
Underneath she’ll be naught 
but wood, wool and plaster. 
“ We never use the skeleton. 
That is retained in the mu­ 
seum’s archives. But it is 
simply not suitable for tax­ 
idermy.’*

ONTARIO — Operators of 
the Ontario Motor Speedway 
have intormed owners of the 
$30-million racing track that 
under the present financial 
r rrangement they are going 
broke. 
Dallas J. Gardner, execu­ 
tive vice president of Ontario 
Motor Speedway, 
Inc.. 
told 
the owners, the nonprofit On- 
tar.o-California Motor Speed­ 
way Corp., that come Dec. 15. 
his company will be unable to 
pay 
the 
$1,065,000

lease. 
Gardner said if the owners 
decided to kick out the pre­ 
sent operators, he weuld un­ 
derstand the move. But since 
the present operators have al­ 
ready sunk $5 million of their 
own money into the speed­ 
way, he said he felt 
they 
s h o u 1 d be given another 
chance under a drastically re­ 
vised agreem ent. 
What his proposal 
is for 
that agreem ent is being held 
in confidence, but it report­ 
edly includes a request that 
fhe owners waive rental for 
the next two years. 
Ontario City Manager Ken­ 
neth Hunter -aid that under 
the

agreement 
the 
Bank of America, which serv­ 
es as trustee, is holding more 
«nan $2 million in reserve. If 
the 
present 
operators 
are 
unable to pay the rent, the re­ 
serves will be used to make 
those payments through 1973. 
The lease money is needed 
bv 
the 
nonprofit board 
to 
make the annual paym ents on 
the bonds. 
Mayor Howard Snider said 
the reserve clause had been 
built into the c o n t r a c t as a 
saiety m easure to give the 
nonprofit board a year to find 
a solution in the event of a 
possible financial crisis, such 
as this. 
“ But I want to em phasize,” 
the m ayor declared, “ that re­ 
gardless of the outcome of the 
speedway problem, residents 
will in no way have to pay to 
carry any of the costs. This is 
a private enterprise and it will 
remain so.” 
Gardner presented his prob­ 
lems to the board at a special 
meeting 
Tuesday 
afternoon. 
He tol.d the nonprofit group 
that although there was still 
more than 60 days left, it wa* 
now apparent that the speed­ 
way’s operators “ will net be 
able to meet their financial 
obligations” due Dec. 15.

A Lesson in Big 
Soviet Grain Deal 


Some people are beginning to call the great gvain 
deal between the United States and the US.S.S.R. 
the Great Grain Robbery. 
The fact that the Soviet Union, the oldest Commu­ 
nist country in the world, had to ask for help in 
feeding its people to the tune of $1 billion in capital­ 
ist grain has hardly been commented upon. 
First came charges that some grain dealers had 
made windfall profits at the expense of farmers. 
The government denies it and the dealers dem it. 
One of them even went so far as to ask for a tax 
break a - a reward for helping promote exports. 
Most recently, there have been 'reports in the li- 
nandal nress that the Russians outsmarted the deal­ 
ers at their own capitalistic game. By tough bar­ 
gaining and by playing their cards close to their 
chests, they succeeded in buying up vast quantities 
of wheat, feed* grains and soybeans without bidding 
up prices. 
By way of icing on the cake, half of the SI billion 
the Soviets are spending in the largest grain pur­ 
chase in history — that s $500 million — was bor­ 
rowed from the United States. 
On the political side, one writer suggests that the 
reason the Soviets made no protest over the mining 
* of Haiphong harbor, which many feared would 
wreck the pending summit meeting with President 
Nixon, was that the Kremlin knew early in the year 
that there was going to be a poor harvest and that 
Russia would have to come knocking on the U.S. 
granary door. 
* 
Others grumble that the United States missed a 
chance lo extract significant concessions from the 
Kremlin, such as putting more pressure on North 
Vietnam to make peace. 
Despite all this, the fact remains that after nearh 
55 veal's of rule in Russia, tiie Communist system 
has not yet solved that country’s problem of chron­ 
ic agricultural deficiencies. 
This means there will likely be other grain deals 
in the future. Maybe we will have learned some­ 
thing from this experience.

The preponderance of state measures on the Nov. 
7 ballot and the complexity of them will require 
considerable study on the part of voter's if they are 
to understand them before they go to the polls. 
For the guidance of voters, the Progress-Bullet m 
editorialfpage will be discussing the various prop­ 
ositions and making recommendations during the re­ 
maining weeks prior to the general election. 
There aro no less than 22 propositions on the bal­ 
lot.

The first two propositions on the ballot have to do 
with the bond issues.

State bond matching funds for communih college 
construction are exhausted, and without additional

Proposition 2 calls for the issuance of $155.0 mil­ 
lion in bonds for the construction and expansion of 
facilities in the medical and health sciences at vari­ 
ous campuses of the T niversitv of California. 
At the present time the university has to turn 
down nine out of 10 applicants tor medical school 
because of the lack of space. Therefore, California 
is forced to import 70 per cent of its physicians, 
more than half of its dentists and high pei cent ages 
of other health professionals. 
If it is approved, the measure will provide far t* 
lities for more young Californians to become do<

optometrists,

Fear of Demand 
T h e real fear is 
that 
Hanoi’s demand for a “ coali­ 
tion” regime and the elimina­ 
tion of President Thieu would 
mean 
that 
the Viet 
Cong 
would gain a dominant por­ 
tion in South Vietnam and 
that the peace would dissolve. 
The Viet Cong are commu­ 
nists and have a substantial 
number of supporters in dif­ 
ferent parts of the country. 
They 
would 
unquestionably 
seek to control any “ coali­ 
tion” government. Certainly 
the South Vietnamese are not 
going to accept communist 
rule, and they have enough 
military power to resist any 
attempt to take thpm over. 
The United State" has bo n 
trying to bring about a cease­ 
fire and what is called a 
“ political settlement,” which 
w ould bet an agreement on the 
relations between South Viet­ 
nam and North Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong. Unless this is 
subject to some international 
supervision, Indo-China would 
soon be involved in another 
w’ar. 
Thus, the negotiations that 
are going on now in Parts 
and elsewhere through dipl­ 
omatic channels in an endea­ 
vor to get a settlement are 
not as simple as the repons 
suggest For what the United 
States is striving for is some 
way to ensure peace rather 
than merely to set up an ar­ 
rangement whereby the fight­ 


ing stops and American priso­ 
ners are returned. The status

to 
American 
negotiators, who 
want lo make certain that the

not mean that South Vietnam 
will be dominated by commu­ 
nists. 
The Americans held captive 
by the Nonh Vietnamese and 
the Viet Cong are not likely 
to be released: until an agree­ 
ment is reached that includes 
some form of “ coalition” gov­ 
ernment and an election1 in 
which the Viet Cong can par­ 
ticipate. President Thieu has 
said that he is willing to res­ 
ign in order for such an elec­ 
tion to be held. The United 
States has pulled out virtually 
all it«» troops but will continue 
to maintain naval vessels in 
the area and air power at 
nearby bases in the event 
that all prisoners are rot re­ 
turned or terms of the agree­ 
ment are violated. 
There is little chance that 
all the factore in the complex 
negotiations will be worked 
out before Nov. 7. Indeed, 
some observers here think it 
will be January or later be­ 
fore a comprehensive plan is 
developed for acceptance by 
all concerned. 
At present the talks are 
being carried on in secret. 
Very little is being said about 
them publicly in the hope that 
this will expedite the process 
of reaching a final undersr 
tanding. But officials do ad­ 
mit that the United States 
will not sign a peace agree­ 
ment that would leave South 
Vietnam unprotected. It is as­ 
sumed that the several gov­

“ Fm delighied,” he tom- 
mcnted an the citv’s share ot 
the new federal revenue "har­ 
ing funds. “ It’s $86,000 more 
than we expected.”

$117,000, 
but

istically he was not counting 
on any money at all.

the federal government.” he 
shrugged.

DEAR DR. M ILLER: Stin­ 
ky, our skunk, has two chron­ 
ic problems.

Have an expert trim his nails 
as frequently as necessary to 
keep them at a reasonable 
length. 
Controlling obesity is a prob­ 
lem in many species. Among 
wild animals, skunks are par­ 
ticularly prone to put 
on 
pounds. The rules for reduc­ 
ing are the same for prac­ 
tically any species: Encour­ 
age increasing amounts of 
exercise,and, most Important, 
of course, cut calories suf­ 
ficiently to insure that Stinky 
will draw on this adiposity for 
part of his caloric 
need. 
Again, as with most species, 
you can anticipate that they 
will quickly resent any ca­ 
lorie-cutting efforts.

Parent's Disability

DEAR 
DR. 
BROTHERS: 
My husband’s mother is S3 
and has been a partial invalid 
lor years. Her mind really 
isn’t quite right any more, ei­ 
ther. She h is been living with 
the families of my husband s 
two sisters and brother, as 
well as with us. Two weeks 
ago, she had a breakdown 
and was put in a musing 
home by my brother-in-law 
and his wife. My husband is 
\ory upset and accuses his 
brother of putting the old lady 
out of the way. To make mat­ 
ters \voi!-e. his mother has 
been writing letters to the 
whole family, telling them to 
come and get her out, that 
she really isn’t sick. —V. P. 


Dear V. P.: The disability 
r.f an aging parent can acti­ 
vate 
a 
full-fledged 
family 
crisis. Latent hostilities and 
unresolved conflicts that had 
supposedly diminshed in im­ 
portance over the years may 
¡»uddonly flare up. Such fami* 
lv problems had not really 
disappeared but had only lain 
dormant until the time indivi­ 
dual 
family 
members were 
forced into acting as a family 
group again. 


Rivalries between brothers 
and sisters, for example, can 
complicate an already diffi­ 
cult situation. 
One study of the reactions 
of families to the placement 
of an elderly relatne in a 
nursing home found that the 
lamily members often had 
vague 
or 
inaccurate 
t on- 
ceptions about the nature of 
the relative's illness. Mental 
deterioration was frequently 
denied or ignored, perhaps 
partly because of inadequate 


communication with the ad­ 
mitting physician, but all so 
from an apparent reluctance 
or inability of family mem­ 
bers to come to terms with 
the parent’s condition. 
As in your case, often, prior 
to admission to a nursing 
home, 
the 
aged 
parent 
is 
shunted from home to home- 
within the family, a practice 
which can aggravate underly­ 
ing 
family. discord 
not 
to 
mention the adverse effects 
on the emotional and physical 
well-being of the olderjy par­ 
ent. 
Since guilt feelings about 
inadequate fulfilment of res­ 
ponsibility to the parent are 
common, the family members 
rnay try to project their guil­ 
ty feelings onto other family 
members, irrationally blam­ 
ing each other for the unplea­ 
sant situation. Dr. 
Michael 
Miller points out that 
the 
problem is not necessarily re­ 
solved 
by 
institutionalizing 
the parent.

How a family handles the 
crisis depends on the emotion­ 
al maturity of each member, 
as well as the family’s par­ 
ticular pattern of interaction, 
built up over the years. Para­ 
doxically, one study reports, 
m some cases the family may 
actually 
become 
more 
ad­ 
justed and equanimous as the 
condition of the parent wor­ 
sens. Conversely, in some in­ 
stances, the family may be­ 
come more upset and irra­ 
tional 
in 
behavior 
if 
the 
patient shows signs of im­ 
provement. 
Researchers have identified 
several reaction patterns of 
families and patients. For ex- 


a m p l e , when the family 
reacts with confused, imma­ 
ture, and highly emotional be- 
havior, the aged parent may 
capitalize on the confusion to 
draw attention to himself and 
manipulate family members 
for his own ends, as your 
mother-in-law seems to be 
doing. 
Getting all family members 
to 
approach 
the 
situation 
rationally is no mean accom­ 
plishment. 
Your 
husband’s 
blaming his brother is cer­ 
tainly not 
constructive, in- 
stead, he would be wise to 
talk to the medical personnel 
involved to obtain an objec­ 
tive and realistic appraisal of 
the situation.

b u y i n g holiday season is 
months away. 
What comes from the airing 
in which parents and experts 
“ rap” are tips for safe toy 
play, news of new safety stan­ 
dards and durability criteria. 
The tips for safe toy play 
agreed on: Think before you 
buy. Don’t impulse buy. Read 
and keep informed of devel­ 
opments in toy safety. 
Teach your 
child 
proper 
safe play with toys. Set good 
examples. Supervise toy play 
according 
to 
the 
situation. 
Consider the child’s age, per­ 
sonality, surroundings and ex­ 
perience. 
Check the broken toys. Re­ 
pair or discard ihem. Protect 
the young child from the po­ 
tentially dangerous 
toys of 
the older child. 
The experts’ meeting with 
three mothers (“ they’re the 
experts when it comes to pre­ 
venting accidents...” ) 
came 
about recently in Boca Raton. 
Fla., when the Toy Manufac­ 
turers of America, Inc., held 
a membership meeting. 
The trade group set up a 
panel discussion, recorded the 
whole thing, then trimm ed it 
to fit into a publication due in 
late August called “ 1 Ounce’ 
(as in “ one ounce of preven­ 
tion etc.” ).

Ross told the group the as­ 
sociation’s board of directors 
had approved unanimously a 
set of “ comprehensive” safe­ 
ty standards that covered es­ 
sentially the entire industry 
and submitted them to the 
National Board of Standards 
for action. 
The 
women 
who’d 
done 
their homework (three meet­ 
ings plus phone consultations) 
had varied comments on safe­ 
ty. Mrs. Martin, who said it’d 
been an interesting time try­ 
ing to raise her seven “ safely 
but alwavs open to new learn­ 
ing experiences” commented, 
“ There are times when you 
take 
all 
safety 
precautions 
and then take a calculated 
risk. Children can’t be kept 
locked in a closet for safety------ 
They agreed parents should 
k e e p 
informed 
of 
devel­ 
opments in toy safety. One 
said she’d read an article in her 
paper just “ two Sundays ago on 
cap guns. It was about the re­ 
sults of excessive use-particu- 
larly for children who have 
hearing aids.” 
The parents discussed the 
need 
for 
checking 
against 
sharp points, use of toxic m a­ 
terials 
possibly, 
flammable 
m aterials. Is lead free paint 
u s e d ? “ Particularly when 
you’ve 
got 
a 
small 
child 
you’ve got to be more dis­ 
crim inating,” said one. 
On electrical toys, the wom­ 
en advised always giving spe­ 
cial attention to their having 
the Underwriters Laboratory 
approval seal. 
The

agreed 
that 
durability could be a relative 
thing. Mrs. Grieser said she 
expected a children’s riding 
tractor to last a long tim e— 
“ you pay quite a bit for it.” 


But she didn’t expect long Iff« 
out of little balsa wood planes 
she’d given for birthday party 
favors—“ the kids play with ft 
one afternoon in the backyard 
...I expect it to be broken.”

Education for Deaf 


Bv GAY PAULEY 
NEW YORK (U Pl) — The 
infant doesn’t react when so­ 
meone claps hands sharply 
nearby. At three months, he 
doesn't turn his head toward 
sounds. By the time he's a 
year old. he doesn’t turn to­ 
ward a whispered voice, the 
sound of a rattle nearby. 
These are a few of the sig­ 
nals of hearing abnormality 
that parents should know of 
and be able to act according 
to the best mectcal advice. 
F o r 
the 
responsibility 
of 
seeing that the tearing-handi­ 
capped chile reaches his rail 
potentia -ests with his par­ 
ents. 
As one specialist has said. 
‘•Behind every deaf child who 
has learned to speak well 
stands 
a 
persistent 
adult, 
usually his mother.” 
In addition to adjusting to 
the fact their child has a han­ 
dicap. 
parents 
must 
make 
plans for his education over a 
long period of time. 
The earlier the diagnosis of 
hearing loss, the greater the 
likelihood that with proper 
training the child can learn to 
speak. And as one specialist 
savs, a child can easily be 
tested by any specialist any 
time after birth. 
The problems of hearing 
loss and dealing with it are 
treated in a new publication 
"Helping the Child Who Can­ 
not Hear" from the Public 
Affairs Committee, a non-pro­ 
fit educational 
organization 
headquartered in New York. 
Publication author is Samuel 
Moffat, a writer specializing 
in health and science fields. 
You can get a variety of 
statistics on hearing impair­ 
ment. In 1971. the Alexander 
Graham Bell Association for 
the 
Deaf calculated 
there 
were 15 million, covering the 
range of impairment from 
very slight to profound. The 
U.S. Public Health Service 
puts the figure at 8.5 million. 
A big percentage of hearing 
damage used to be caused by 
childhood illness, after speech 
and language skills had been 
developed. Immunization now 
prevents many of these ill­ 
nesses, antibiotics can control 
others. 
Today the majority of chil­ 
dren with impaired hearing 
are 
bom 
that 
way. 
This 
makes the impairment more 
of a problem 
because the 
c h ild never hears others 
speak, can’t acquire speech 
himself, doesn't develop the 
patterns of 
thinking 
asso­ 


ciated with language. 
Part of after-birth preven­ 
tion lies in proper medical 
care for the ehild-immuniza- 
tion 
against 
common 
dis­ 
eases, prompt treatment of 
earache and other infections. 
Deciding the best education, 
al program for the hearing 
handicapped is not easy for 
parents. Moffat says that to­ 
day some educators advocate 
making even- effort to teach 
children 
orally, 
to 
enable 
them 
to 
speak, 
hear 
and 
soeech-read to the best of 
their ability. 
Other educators argue that 
in addition to oral, the child 
also should be taught manual 
communication 
— 
finger 
spelling 
nd sign language 
These educators be’.ieve the 
child is at a- advantage if 
has two methods of express­ 
ing himself. 
To decide which approach 
is best, Moffat suggests that 
each family investigate every 
program, oral and total com- 
municaucr.. available in the 
vicinity. Judge them as best 
suited to the child based on 
his hearina as corrected with 
an aid, his ability to speech- 
read, 
his 
development 
of 
speech and language. 
In evaluating a school, Mof­ 
fat suggests: Look for small 
classes, certified teachers and 
an atmosphere where they 
are encouraged to observe 
and carry on part of the 
learning program at home.

Many professional bakers 
use tapicoa flour as a stabili­ 
zer. This not granulated ta­ 
pioca but a real flour. They, 
can’t risk vagaries of weather 
(meringues by themselves do 
not do well on humid days). 
There are times of the year 
when egg whites might be 
j w a t e r y . Their meringues 
might fail flat when delivered 
to outlets. You do have to use 
that flour very carefully. It 
can be tricky. Use just about 
I teaspoon or so to 3 egg 
whites. It has a drying effect, 
j 
Mix it with half the sugar 
I called for so it distrubes even­ 
ly. Most groceries do not stock 
it. but you can find it at 
i health food stores, gourmet 
shops or bakery supply firms. 
I insufficient beating of sugar 
with the whites or adding too 
much at a time, or overbak­ 
ing may be the problem of 
stickiness and toughness so 
meringues won’t cut nicely 
without tearing. The peaks 
should be just a light golden 
brown. Bakeries often smooth 
theirs out flat for an attrac­ 
tive all-over color. With over- 
baking, of course, you usually 
have a ‘‘weeping’’ problem 
too. Dipping the cutting knife 
in water is a good idea, but 
be sure to shake off excess 
moisture or it will defeat its 
purpose.

rookies, cut them in squares 
with the dull edge of a table 
knife. The edges don’t harden 
a* rapidly. There won’t be 
any scraps to re-roll. Soft 
cookies of any kind should be 
stored in airtight tins but if 
they do harden after a few 
days, quarter an apple, peel 
and all. put it in the tin and | 
recap. It has always softened 
them for me just tine.
